Wording tn a bulletin Issued to­ 
day, the cutworm in invading the war 
gardens of the state and unless de­ 
feated at once will cause heavy loss. 
The bullet iii says cutworms can in- 
starved by careful

poisoned by using a mixture of bran, 
paris green and molasses.
